Facilitating immediate construc- 
tion of the storm sewer on Port- 
land Avenue, Mayor O. C, Yenne 
was authorized Monday night to 
sign a contract with John Pestana, 
Oakland contractor, by the City 
Council. 

The bid of Pestana for the pro- 
ject was $10,045.75 and had been 
approved by City Engineer H. I. 
Dygert as well as by the State 
Highway Commission. 

That Albany may have to pay 
trial costs in the local court, was 
revealed in a communication from 
City Attorney C. N. Lavers to 
Judge Louis J. Hardie. Accord- 
ing to a recent State law, Lavers 
said, municipalities have been ord- 
ered to pay jury and other fees 
in all cases except those where 
the fine collected is finally turned 
over to the County.
